I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1966. 

The  statistics  reveal  that  the  health  of  the  Borough  compares 
favourably  with  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales. 

Three  new  developments  have  taken  place  during  the  course 
of  the  year,  a Mobile  First-Aid  Unit  was  designed  and  purchased 
for  use  on  the  sea  front  and  elsewhere  as  required,  and  has  fully  filled 
a much  needed  want  since  its  opening.  I am  also  happy  to  report  that 
at  last  Normans  Bay  has  been  connected  to  main  water  and  main 
drainage,  and  this  will  no  doubt  result  in  greatly  improved  amenities 
in  this  fjuiet  backwater;  there  are,  however,  many  parts  of  the  Borough 
where  the  sewerage  situation  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  and  no  doubt 
this  problem  will  be  dealt  with  as  and  when  the  financial  situation 
permits.

Detailed  monthly  and  other  reports  were  transmitted  to  the 
Meteorological  Office,  and  information  was  supplied  to  the  Press, 
to  insurance  offices,  local  municipal  departments  and  to  many  inquirers. 
From  April  monthly  climatological  reports  were  also  forwarded  to  the 
Sussex  River  Authority. 

The  weather  of  1966  was  dull,  for  the  total  duration  of  sunshine, 
1,545  hours,  was  228  hours  less  than  the  normal  amount.  January, 
February,  April  and  July  were  each  notably  dehcient  in  sunshine; 
September  was  the  only  month  with  an  appreciable  excess  of  sunshine 
in  relation  to  the  normal.  A brief  ''  run  of  continuously  sunny  days 
occurred  in  August,  from  the  i6th  to  the  20th,  five  consecutive  days 
with  an  average  daily  duration  of  13  hours. 

With  a notable  lack  of  sunshine  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  year’s 
statistics  reveal  an  excess  of  rain.  The  total  precipitation  was  32.64 
ins.  (normal  28.79  ins.).  October’s  rainfall,  6.82  ins.,  was  nearly  twice 
the  normal  amount.  February’s  rain,  4.44  ins.,  was  excessive,  and  April 
with  a fall  of  3.38  ins.  was  a wet  month.  Although  February  as  a whole 
was  wet,  its  last  two  days  saw  the  commencement  of  a long  dry  spell 
which  lasted  until  23rd  March,  a period  of  25  days.  There  was  also  a 
period  of  28  days  from  12th  May  until  9th  June,  during  which  a few 
isolated  falls  were  very  small  indeed. 

In  general,  the  summer  of  1966  was  disappointing  for  holidays. 
There  was  no  succession  of  days  with  consistently  high  temperatures 
which  merited  the  term  " heat-wave,”  but  a brief  warm  spell  in  June 
yielded  the  highest  temperature  for  the  year,  80  degrees  on  the  loth. 
In  relation  to  its  normal,  October  (already  mentioned  as  the  wettest 
month  of  the  year),  with  a mean  temperature  of  54.6  degrees,  was  a 
warm  month;  while  February  with  only  four  ground  frosts  and  one 
occasion  when  the  night  air  temperature  fell  to  freezing  point,  was 
notably  mild.  November  was  a cold  month.  Frequent  light  falls  of 
snow  occurred  during  a cold  spell  in  the  middle  of  January,  and  the 
mean  temperature  for  the  month,  38.8  degrees,  was  1.8  degrees  below 
the  normal. 

The  accompanying  tables  give  details  of  precipitation,  sunshine, 
temperatures  and  other  items;  in  addition,  full  statistics  regarding 
barometric  pressure,  winds,  humidity,  vapour  pressure,  dew-point, 
clouds,  visibility  and  other  meteorological  factors,  with  notes  on  general 
weather  conditions  throughout  the  year,  are  available  for  reference,

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Report  of  the 

Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  1966. 

The  year  was  uneventful,  but  continued  progress  was  observed  in 
all  aspects  of  the  Department’s  work. 

The  new  Central  Abattoir  at  Hastings  came  into  full  production 
and  the  old  worn-out  premises  with  inadequate  facilities  in  another 
part  of  the  town  were  closed. 

The  new  public  convenience  at  Normans  Bay  was  completed  and 
with  the  public  sewer  and  water  supply  now  available  will  undoubtedly 
lead  to  much  improved  sanitary  conditions  for  this  area. 

We  were  once  again  informed  that,  like  the  prima  donnas  of  old, 
this  was  positively  the  last  appearance  of  the  Ashdown  Road  Gas 
Works  and  it  would  make  its  last  bow  in  1967.  There  is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  the  curtain  will  indeed  fall  for  the  last  time  next  year. 

Miss  N.  McEvoy,  the  Inspectors’  Secretary,  arrived  back  from 
foreign  parts  ” much  improved  in  health  and  took  over  from  Mrs, 
Franklin,  who  had  deputised  so  well. 

Whth  the  continued  rise  in  the  number  of  day  visitors  to  the 
town  by  car  at  weekends,  when  on  a sunny  day  as  many  as  a thousand 
cars  will  be  parked  on  or  near  the  sea  front,  the  question  of  the  adequacy 
or  otherwise  of  the  public  conveniences  serving  this  area  miust  soon 
receive  serious  consideration.  The  existing  conveniences,  all  built 
before  1914,  when  conditions  were  entirely  different,  are  well  main- 
tained, but  do  not,  in  my  opinion,  give  the  service  that  one  expects 
now.  Considering  that  there  are  no  full-time  attendants  at  any  of 
these  conveniences,  the  number  of  complaints  is  very  small. 

The  removal  of  a scrap  iron  business  from  Chandler  Road,  where  it 
was  in  close  proximity  to  dwelling  houses,  to  a site  in  St.  Mary’s  Lane 
has  not  proved  entirely  successful.  The  new  site  is  very  confined 
and  tlic  access  is  on  an  acute  bend  in  a narrow  lane.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
tliat  in  tlie  future  it  can  be  accommodated  on  the  Council’s  new 
industrial  estate  at  the  West  Station  Goods  Yard.

'riie  j^rovision  of  satisfactory  drainage  for  the  new  properties  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  private  developers  in  accordance  with  the  approved 
})lans. 


Rivers  and  Streams 

(deansing  has  beeji  carried  out  of  ditches  and  streams  that  are  the 
Councirs  liability.  Private  landowners  can  contribute  materially  to  the 
relief  of  ll(K)ding  during  storm  times  if  they  ensure  that  old  water  courses 
on  their  land  are  not  (lestroyed  and  that  all  watercourses  are  kept  free 
from  obstruction. 


Public  Cleansing

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Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area 

During  1966,  13,654  visits  were  paid  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  The  nature  of  the  inspections,  together  with  the  list  of 
notices  served  and  the  results  of  such  notices,  are  included  in  this  report. 

Eradication  of  Vermin 

A total  of  72  complaints  was  received  in  respect  of  premises  infested 
with  vermin — 41  council  premises  and  15  private  premises  were  dis- 
infested. In  other  cases  disinfestation  powder  and  spray  solutions  were 
sold  to  householders  to  deal  with  minor  infestations  themselves. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  the  bed  bug  has  almost  completely 
disappeared  with  the  advent  of  DDT  and  soon  there  will  be  young 
Inspectors  who  have  not  seen  this  pest. 

In  connection  with  rehousing  in  Council  houses,  194  visits  were  paid. 
Furniture  and  effects  were  inspected  prior  to  rehousing. 

Offensive  Trades 

There  are  two  premises  in  the  area  which  come  within  the  definition 
of  offensive  trades,  i.e.  two  rag  and  bone  dealers. 

Fish  Frying  Premises 

There  are  three  premises  in  the  Borough  where  this  trade  is  carried 
on.  48  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

Refuse  Tip 

All  refuse  is  now  taken  to  the  Hastings  Tip  at  Bulverhythe. 

Sewers-Rat  Infestation 

In  view  of  the  total  absence  of  rats  as  shown  by  negative  results  of 
pre-baiting,  exemption  from  pre-baiting  has  been  granted  until  Spring 
1968. 

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES  ACTS 

I am  pleased  to  record  that  all  the  registered  premises  in  the 
Borough  have  now  been  inspected.  Generally  speaking,  although  there 
were  many  contraventions,  they  were  actually  of  a minor  nature,  e.g. 
lack  of  a thermometer  or  first  aid  box,  failure  to  display  the  Abstract 
of  the  Act  or  poor  decorative  order,  etc. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  contravention  related  to  the  safety 
of  staircases,  particularly  to  basements,  where  steps  were  either  too 
steep,  badly  worn  or  lacking  hand  rails.  This  particularly  applied 
to  wine  stores.  Informal  action  is  producing  good  results. 

Some  resistance  was  encountered  in  respect  of  seats  for  special 
work,  e.g.  typists,  but  most  of  the  objections  were  overcome. 

Generally  speaking,  artificial  lighting  was  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
but  numbers  of  old  fluorescent  tubes  were  in  need  of  diffusers. 
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CONCLUSION 

I have  received  the  utmost  help  and  encouragement  from  Dr. 
Butterheld  and  his  advice  regarding  difficult  problems  has  been  much 
appreciated. 

As  usual,  I have  been  privileged  to  have  whole-hearted  co-operation 
from  my  other  colleagues  in  the  Department  and  for  this  I am  grateful. 

The  liaison  between  the  Health  Department  and  the  other  Depart- 
ments is  now  extremely  good,  to  the  ultimate  benefit  of  all,  especially 
members  of  the  public. 

In  the  final  analysis,  an  Inspector  must  rely  heavily  on  the  support 
of  the  Health  Committee,  and  this,  I am  glad  to  say,  I have  and  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration  at  all  times.
